During the four years of its existence 
the Land Commission had dealt with a 
yearly average of 64,599 acres—virtually

Among two witnesses who were examined 
during the sitting was Dr. William Box- 
well, who supervised the post-mortem 
examination. of the body of Timothy 
Coughlan. Describing the wounds on the 
head, he said that he attributed the 
fractures that he found on the skull to 
the passage of the bullet which went 
through the head.

THE POST-MORTEM EXAMINATION. 

Dr. William Boxwell said that he super- 
vised the post-mortem examination of the 
body of Timothy Coughlan. Haying de- 
scribed the wounds on the head, he said that 
there was an enirance wound at the back of 
the head and’ a: exit wound in the front.. 
There was an independent fracture of the 
skull and a discolouration of the right eye. 

Asked to explain the cause of the fractures, 
the doctor produced a human skull to illus- 
trate what he said. The high expansile 
force of the modern high velocity projectile, 
he said, was such that when a bullet struck 
a hollow box, as a skull was, which was 
‘really filled with fluid, and fluid being incom- 
pressible, the expansile force tended to make 
widespread bursts in the walls of the skull. 

In reply to Mr .Lavery, the doctor said 
that the fractures that he found were all 
attributable to the passage of the bullet. 

Mr. Lynn—You -mean that they could be 
caused that way!—I mean they could be 
explained, and I believe they are. 

n reply to further questions, the witness 
said that when he said that the fracture was 
an independent one he meant that it was not 
continuous with the other wound. He believed 
that it was caused by the bullet which caused 
the other injuries. — J 

Mr. Lynn—About the discolouration on the 
right eye: are you prepared to. exclude that 
the injury was separate as to origin?’—Yes. 

Why !—Becanse the only discoverable cause 
for the injury was the wounds attributable to, 
the bullet: wound. The cause of the dis- 
colouration was internal and not external.

BANK OF ENGLAND 
RETURN. 
INCREASE IN THE RESERVE. 


Once again the Bank return shows, an 
addition to the coin and bullion greater than 
the amount received on foreign account. The 
influx for the past week was £585,000, and 
the increase in the coin and bullion is 
£648.900, raising the total to £157.898.057. 
As also there was a contraction of nearly 
£235.000 on the’ note circulation, there is 
an increase in the reserve of practically 
£883,000, raising that item to £42.584.387. 
The private deposits are £4 ,372,000 higher 
owing to the increase in the reserve, an 
expansion of over £1,000,000 in the Govera 
ment securities, of £754,000 in the other 
securities, and a decrease of £1,677.000 in the 
public deposits. The total of the private 
deposits has been raised to £102.879. 167. 
The proportion of reserve to. liabilities is 4 
lower at 38% p.c. Compared with this time 
last year the reserve ‘shows an_jncrease . of 
fully £9,000.000. and the coin and bullion one 
of over £7.000,000.

PROSPECTS AGAINST 
WALES.

Ireland eniers on the last oí her inter- 


national engagements when meeting Wales at 
Cardiff Arms Park, Cardiff, to-morrow: But 
for the one-point defeat by England .at 
Lansdowne road .our team would be going 
into the game with the prospect of becoming 
Triple- Crown. and championship winners. of 
the season. That one-point reverse has put 
such happenings out the question, but there 
is still the prospect of Ireland figuring at the 
top of the championship table, as divider 
of the honours. with England. 

There is much to be satisfied about in the 
position Ireland holds nearing the énd of 
another season. Kor the past three seasons 
we have beeu well in the running for the 
championship, and if just failing to achieve 
this honour, have shared it twice. A victory 
at Cardiff to-morrow would’ mean that three 
of the other. countries had gone under. before 
our team, and that would be a very satis- 
factory position, indicating at least that we 
are not losing ground, 

The progress of the Irish XV. has been 
much tlie same as iast season. They started 
with a moderate display against France, had 
a close game with England; improved, and 
beat Scotland, and, perhaps, may go ‘on "fhót 
as last year, also to beat Wales. .1@ achieve 
this will be no easy matter, for the Welsh 
record to date is good. ‘fhey..were. only 
beaten by England after a very fitie’ game, in 
which the Welsh forwards were on top all 
through the second half, and, I believe, a bit 
unlucky not to secure a winning score.
